In light of the fact that the only rejections made in the 
outstanding official action were under 3 5 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph and these rejections have been over come by the 
instant amendment, it is submitted that all of the claims as 
pending are now in condition for allowance and an early 
indication of same is respectfully requested.
